It is further noted that examination of the 1970 Fore 
Fairlane stolen by subjects in Pennsylvania and recovered at 
Cove City, North Carolina, resulted in the recovery of an unopened 
box of 12 gauge 00 buckshot shells purchased at Kinston, North 
Carolina, which is located approximately 17 miles west of Cove 
City, North Carolina, and were presumably purchased subsequent 
to their escape.

his remaining companion, Richard Floyd McCoy, b7C 
escaped the police dragnet and are still at large. McCoy gained 
national notoriety in 1972 when he hijacked a commercial airliner and 
bailed out over Provo, Utah, after demanding, and receiving, a half¬ 
million dollars in ransom. He was arrested two days later, and was 
subsequently sentenced to 45 years in prison for air piracy in July,

On August 10, 1974, McCoy and three other inmates escaped 
from the Lewisburg Federal Penitentiary in Pennsylvania, after they 
allegedly commandeered a garbage truck at gunpoint and rammed their 
way out the rear gate. Three days later, on August 13, 1974, the four 
escapees reportedly robbed a bank in Pollocksville, North Carolina. 

Two of McCoy's companions were captured after the bank robbery following 
a brief gunfight with local lawmen. McCoy, who was serving a 45-year 
sentence for air piracy, is believed to be in the company of convicted bank 
robber both of whom should be considered armed and b7C 

dangerous. 


Federal warrants were issued for McCoy's arrest on August 19, 


1974, at New Bern, North Carolina, and on August 21, 1974, at Williamsport, 


Pennsylvania.

Walker, 35, was on the FBI’s list of 10 
most wanted fugitives. 

McCoy, 31, gained national notority in 
1972 when be hijacked a commercial air¬ 
liner and bailed out ova Provo, Utah, 
after demanding and receiving a $500,- 
000 ransom. 

He was arrested two days later and 
sentenced to 45 years in prison in July 
1972. McCoy was serving his sentence at 
the time of his escape. 

The FBI spokesman said all four men 
reportedly robbed a North Carolina 
bank three days after the escape fleeing 
wit h mnr * than $16,000.
